They  range  from  one  or  two  mimeographed  sheets  Issued  at  Irregular 
Intervals,  giving  figures  on  shipments  and  prices,  to  Illustrated  weekly  or  monthly 
magazines  carrying  Information  on  all  phases  of  the  production  and  handling  of  vari- 
ous commodities.  In  addition  to  the  publications  issued  for  members,  some  of  the 
associations  also  Issued,  regularly  or  Irregularly,  trade  Information  for  the  benefit 
of  their  members  and  the  commercial  agencies  handling  their  products.
